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Greek blood drive shut down 
over contamination concerns

A blood drive, organized for UNO’s Greek Week, 
was shut down March 4 after Red Cross officials raised 
concerns about possible blood contamination because 
of an incentives program. 

Greek Week is a “time for greek students at UNO 
to get together as a whole, to come together and try to 
benefit a good cause,” said Nathan Fuchtman, Greek 
Week’s director. 

Throughout the week, an incentive program 
awarded points for participation in the events, including 
the blood drive, with each chapters competing for a 
spirit cup, said Fuchtman. 


Cassy Loseke, one of the co-chairs who organized 
the blood drive, said the incentive program was 
handled differently this year than previously. 

Points were awarded to “all those who were 
eligible and actually donated blood,” Loseke said. In 
prior years, points had been awarded to anyone who 
had signed in, but not necessarily donated blood. 

The Red Cross chose to end the drive because 
“they felt ... it indirectly encouraged those ineligible to 
lie about their eligibility, thus putting the level of risk of 
the blood being contaminated [at] high,” Loseke said. 

Before donating blood, donors were asked to fill 
out a medical history and questionnaire in order to 
prevent taking blood that would be unsafe to use. 
Megan Tracy, a senior accounting student, was 

one of the last donors. She said the nurses were 
“just putting my bandages on when they said 
‘People who have needles in them now, continue; 
everyone else get out’ in more or less [those] 
words.” 

She said during the process she heard people 
talking about failing the finger-prick iron test. 

“People were failing, and going and eating

While a class focusing on these topics 
might normally be found in Durham Science 
Center, next fall a brand new course focusing 
on these topics will be taught in Roskens 
Hall. 

“Sustainability for the Business Manager” 
is a course focusing on how businesses are 
reacting to the growing trend of dwindling 
natural resources and how they stay viable 
through the next century. Rick Yoder, 
director of the Pollution Prevention Regional 
Information Center and instructor of the 
course, said students need to be aware of how 
rapidly resources are vanishing. 

“Companies have been trying to come to 
grips with the issue that [the] population has 
been growing and the natural resources of the 


and case studies for students. The other two 
instructors for the course are Chris Decker, 
an associate professor of economics, and 
Rebecca Morris, an associate professor of 
management. 

Morris said the class gets students to 
think outside the box. 

“(Students] have been so ingrained 
with ‘we've got to maximize profit for the 
shareholders, they really haven't thought of 
the footprint they’re leaving,” she said. 

Decker explained that his background 
helps to bridge a bitter divide between 
business and economic engineers. Future 
managers, he explained, need “to realize that 
short-term losses may occur, but often times 
the long-term gains may dominate.” 

One student who has already taken 
a particular interest in the class is Paul 
McMeekin, a graduate teaching assistant who 
came to UNO from Newcastle, England, last 
year. He said that his interests in business

Senior Jill Melancon served on the jury 
that found Christopher Edwards guilty of 
murdering Jessica O’Grady. Like O’Grady, 
Melancon is a young female UNO student 

===" and waitress, and said she believes it was 
Jill Melancon her lack of knowledge about the case that 
led to her selection. 

Melancon, 20, said that when she first read the 
summons, she didn’t think much about it. 

“IT wasn’t aware of who [Edwards] was,” she said. “1 
didn’t realize that this was a big case.” 

Out of about 100 potential jurors, 14 were chosen; 
12 for the jury and two as alternates. The final jury was 
composed of eight women and six men. 

Melancon said each juror was questioned individually 
prior to selection. The questioning averaged about 20 
minutes, however, Melancon’s session only lasted five 
minutes. 

During her questioning, Melancon was shown a 
picture of Edwards and asked if she knew who he was. 
She did not. 

She was then asked if she knew who Jessica O’Grady 
was. She replied that she knew that O’Grady had been a 
UNO student, and thought she had been missing since 
October 2006. O’Grady had actually been missing since 
May 10, 2006. 

When the court told Melancon she was selected 
for the jury she said she was shocked; she was certain 
her similarities to O’Grady would preclude her from 
selection. 

“My mouth completely dropped to the floor,” 
Melancon said. “I would have never thought I would have 
been selected.”

Once the selection process was complete, the judge 
explained to the jurors that the trial would last at least 
two weeks. Melancon’s day as a juror began at 9 a.m. and 
ended at 4:30 p.m. Each day the jury had two 15-minute 
recesses and a half-hour lunch. Occasionally, the jurors ate 
lunch together. 

“We got to talk to one another, but not about the case. 
We were not allowed under any circumstances to talk 
about the case,” Melancon said. 

During the trial, Melancon’s family life was not affected, 
other than some questioning from family members about 
the case - questions she did not answer. Her 3-year-old son, 
Benjamin, attended daycare as usual and saw no difference 
in his routine. However, Melancon did worry about her 
two-week absence from classes at UNO. 

“I e-mailed all of my professors,” she said. “And after 
returning to school they gave me work to make up.” 

Academic concerns did not keep Melancon from 
focusing on her civic duty. 
She listened closely to the 
court proceedings, focusing 
on what was presented. She 
said Edwards glanced at the 
jury once in awhile, but she 
didn’t let it affect her. 

Once the prosecution 
and defense were finished 
presenting theirevidence, the 
jury went into deliberations. 

“Itwasnerve wracking,” 
Melancon said. “You need 
to take it very seriously; it’s 
somebody’s life.” 

Melancon explained 
that because there was no 
body, the jury first had to

determine if O’Grady had died in Edwards’ bedroom. 

According to investigators, O’Grady’s blood was 
found on the television, walls, ceiling fan and mattress. 
The bloodstain on the mattress was eight feet square and 
one-and-half inches deep. Melancon described the scene as 
a “significant bloodshed event” and said the jury decided 
O'Grady died in Edwards’ bedroom. 

Next, the jury had to determine if the death was an 
accident or murder. Because there was no body, Melancon 
said the jury had to decide between manslaughter and 
second-degree murder. Only one juror remained undecided. 
The juror that held out was not convinced O’Grady was 
murdered because there was no body. But, Melancon said 
the remaining jurors used the crime scene evidence to 
convince the undecided juror to change her mind. 

Melancon said the crime scene investigators explained 
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Coordinator. As PR Coordinator, he is responsible for the creation, selection, and 
review of general promotions as well as supporting and creating promotions for 
individual events.

Miller, a former associate athletic director at Southern 
Methodist University, first visited the UNO campus on 
March 21. 

The other two finalists are William Weidner, former 
deputy athletic director at the University of Central 
Florida, and Cliff Dochterman, senior associate athletic 
director at the University of California, Riverside. Both 
came to UNO during the first AD search interviews in 
March. 

UNO Hockey Coach Mike Kemp was also in the 
running for the position, but withdrew last Friday. Kemp 
had expressed interest in holding both jobs simultaneously, 
but decided to stick with hockey after determining the 
positions were too important to be split by one person. 

Though Kemp’s announcement changed the dynamic 
of the search, Langan said the process still demands all 
due caution.

And, of 
course, vixens like Cherry Darling (Rose McGowan), who 
uses a machine gun for a prosthetic leg, and Dr. Dakota 
Black (Marley Shelton), who carries a hypodermic needle 
gun, are just par for the course. 

While the film can be dull at times, most of the time it’s 
so completely ridiculous that you can’t help but enjoy it. In 
pure grindhouse fashion, Planet Terror is complete at its 
most incomplete. With skipping frames, damaged footage 
and horrible dialogue, Rodriguez gives the audience what 
it wants. 

But the show is not over; after a series of hilarious 
fake movie trailers from directors like Rob Zombie, Eli 
Roth and Edgar Wright, it’s Tarantino’s turn to shine with 
his homage to road-rage movies like Duel and Vanishing 
Point. 

Compared to Planet Terror, Tarantino is on another 
level with Death Proof. It stars Kurt Russell in a brilliant 
performance as Stuntman Mike, a guy who likes to use his 
“death proof” stunt car to terrorize unsuspecting victims. 

But the tables are turned on Stuntman Mike when he 
encounters four women, including real-life stuntwoman 
Zoe Bell, who hunt down Stuntman Mike in one of the 
most gut-wrenching car chase sequences I’ve ever seen. 
This film should be a fan favorite regardless, but a fair 
amount of experience with 70s horror films will make the 

experience that much sweeter. 
As a pair of movies, Planet Terror and Death Proof are 
both so good at being bad that they are ultimately good. 
But that doesn’t mean that there aren’t unintentional flaws. 
Both films could stand to have 15 to 20 minutes shaved 
off. In fact, if Grindhouse was trimmed down, I'd venture 
to say it might be one of the best-made movies in recent 
memory. 

While both may be “B” movies in the truest sense of 

the word, the Grindhouse experience is definitely grade “A.”

The event followed a “50-State Strategy” session, 
which featured national and local Democrats hoping 
to turn Nebraska into a blue state. 

Dean gave his thoughts on what Nebraska 
Democrats could do. 

“{Republicans and Democrats] have more in 
common than we think,” Dean said. “We need to 
focus on what we agree on.” 

Dean was elected lieutenant governor of 
Vermont in 1986. He became governor following 
the death of then Gov. Richard A. Snelling in 
1991 and was elected to a full term in 1992. Dean 
made an unsuccessful bid for the 2004 Democratic 
presidential nomination. He became fodder for 
talk-show hosts and political pundits following 
a raucous yowl after a third-place finish in the 
2004 lowa Democratic caucuses. Dean was elected 
chairman of the National Democratic Party in 
2005. 

Under Dean, funding for the Nebraska 
Democratic Party has increased, allowing for the 
addition of two full-time staff positions. 

“There is no doubt that Nebraska has benefited 
greatly by the leadership and vision of Gov. Dean,” 
said Democratic State Chair Steve Achelphol. “It 
isn't often that we have an opportunity like this: to 
express out gratitude to one of our party's strongest 
leaders on the national stage.” 

UNO Democrats President Cody Farrens agreed 
with Achelphol.

cerebral palsy. When she’s needed blood, [it's the] least I can 
do to give back to someone else.” 

Despite the hang-ups with the incentive program, 
Fuchtman said the drive was on the right track, with a record 
number of people signed up before the event was closed 90 
minutes early. 

There are no plans to remove the annual blood drive 
from next year’s Greek Week, but both Fuchtman and 
Loseke said changes would have to be made. 

“We will have to do something a little bit differently 
because the Red Cross does want to do this next year,” said 
Fuchtman. 

Each year Greek Week focuses on a_ nonprofit 
organization. This year’s organization was the Omaha Food 
Bank, specifically a new program for elementary school 
students. 

Fuchtman said the program benefits children who are 
sometimes forced to steal food from their schools in order to 
eat on the weekend. The greek community raised more than 
12,800 pounds of food and more than $1,000 throughout the 
week. 

“The Omaha Food Bank was extremely happy; all 
the events were very successful and raised a lot of food," 
Fuchtman said. "I was a director last year, but this has by far 
been the most successful, and hopefully that'll happen again
